A request to approve drawings changes was also filed January 29, 2002. 

It is respectfully requested that the $370 filing fee initially applied to application serial 
number 10/007,589 instead be applied to application serial number 10/001,896 or that the 
$370 filing fee paid by mistake in the duplicate application be refunded under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.26. It is also requested that the duplicate application serial number 10/007,589 be 
withdrawn or that the duplicate application serial number 10/007,589 be abandoned, so 
long as such abandonment does not affect application serial number 10/001,896. The 
duplicate filing arose as a result of the suspension of Express Mail Postal service to the 
Patent Office, when the U.S. Postal Service refused to accept the Express Mail packet 
containing the application on November 19, 2001. The application was first submitted by 
Priority Mail on November 19, 2001 after the Postal Service employee refused to accept 
the application as Express Mail. A copy of the application, along with a request for the 
November 19, 2001 filing date was then filed on November 20, 2001 .

That packet 
included a $370 filing fee and was intended for the application that was entitled to the 
November 19, 2001 filing date.
